When  Washington  College  was  founded  in  1782,  George  Washington  probably  did  not  envision  the 
school  as  it  is  today:  construction  encompassing  a  large  part  of  the  campus,  buildings  constantly 
sprouting  up  and  coming  down,  the  18th  century  horror  of  co-ed  dorms.  To  celebrate  the  225th 
anniversary  during  the  2007-2008  school  year,  it  is  important  to  examine  where  we  came  from,  where  we 
are  and  where  we  are  going.

In  Washington  College's  225th  year,  the  institution  hod  necessarily  strayed 
from  the  times  of  1 782  while  still  attempting  to  maintain  its  values. 

"The  values  of  a  liberal  arts  education  are  the  values  of  WC.  The 
introduction  of  more  courses  in  film  and  Prof.  Olsens  Foundations  of 
western  lit  classes  have  done  a  lot  to  advance  those  values,"  said  senior 
Zoch  Bennett.  "The  trend  seems  to  be  away  from  WC's  quaint  atmosphere 
toward  a  more  business-like  one. ..When  I  attended  WC  in  fall  2001,  the 
dining  hall  (Hodson  Hall)  served  some  kind  of  seafood  almost  every  day.  It 
added  to  the  local  Eastern  Shore  feel  of  the  place.  I  miss  it." 

"I  think  that  there  will  always  be  certain  aspects  of  Washington  College 
that  need  to  be  run  as  a  business  in  order  for  the  College  to  exist,"  said 
Heather  Holiday,  a  2006  graduate  and  the  assistant  director  of  the 
Washington  Fund.  "But  the  heart  of  the  College  con  not  be  lost  in  this, 
Washington  College  is  not  corporate  America!. ..Of  course  after  I  started 
working  here  I  got  on  entirely  different  perspective  of  the  College,  but  one  thing  i  have  noticed  on 
campus  today  is  the  unrest  the  student  body  has  hod  with  the  administration.  I  think  it's  good  to  see 
students  banning  together,  finding  their  voice  and  standing  up  for  what  they  believe  in.  I  hove  such 
pride  for  this  institution  and  I  feel  like  I  have  a  personal  stake  in  its  success  in  the  future  and  i  feel  like 
that  remains  true  for  students  today."

many  students  away.  If  I  hiad  been  a  prospective 
student  looking  at  the  campus  thiis  year,  I  would 
have  been  deterred  by  the  major  construction 
going  on  everywhere.  The  college  should  tackle 
one  project  at  a  time,  which  would  remove  some 
of  the  burden  from  the  students  who  have  to  live 
here  while  it's  happening,"  said  sophomore  Mary 
DiAngelo. 

As  costs  and  constructions  increased,  so  did  the 
student     body.     In     1889,     Washington     College 
boasted  70  students.  By  1947,  the  enrollment  had 
climbed  to  516.  In  the  new  millennium,  it  reached 
more   than   a   thousand.    Though    more   and    more   students   attended,    WC's   size   still    remained 
comparatively  small,  an  aspect  that  helped  the  school  maintain  its  unique  atmosphere. 

"IVIuch  of  the  culture  and  environment  of  WC  is  similar.  It  is  still  a  family.  It  is  still  a  close  environment  of 
people  who  have  no  choice  but  to  learn  to  get  along,  as  it  is  too  small  to  hide.  I  have  always  thought 
that  one  of  the  great  strengths  of  WC  is  that  our  students  learn  to  communicate  with  each  other,  and 
to  establish  workable  relationships,"  said  Director  of  Athletics  Bryan  Matthews,  class  of  1975.  "I  felt  like  I 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  grow  as  an  independent  individual  while  I  was  here.  We  were  allowed  to 
make  mistakes  (some)  and  to  learn  from  our  mistakes.  We  were  challenged  to  find  solutions,  to  make 
decisions  and  to  be  responsible.  Much  as  students  are  today." 

Signs  of  the  times,  however,  were  prevalent  throughout  the  years. 

"I  have  always  thought  that,  generally,  the  basics  of  life  remain  the  same.  Students  fall  in  love,  study, 
think  of  home,"  said  John  Parker,  a  graduate  of  the  class  of  1955.  "Clothing  is  [the]  biggest  change.  In 
the  50s  girls  were  rather  well  groomed  as  were  their  male  counterparts... Posture  has  changed.  While  in 
(the)  library,  most  of  us  sat  up  not  on  our  spines,"  He  also  added,  "More  students  should  attend 
convocations.  That's  when  they  would  realize  what  college  is  really  all  about.  They  should  dress  up 
more  so  they  would  feel  like  students  at  a  college  rather  than  hanging  out  at  the  beach."

Freshman  Thomas  Luttrell  said,  "IVIy  move-in  day  was  actually  really 
hectic,  with  people  moving  things  everywhere,  mistaken  roommates  and 
worried  parents.

"Coming  into  college,  I  v^osn't  sure  what  to  expect."  This  sentiment, 
voiced  by  sophomore  Springer  Harris,  was  shared  by  incoming  students. 
What  will  it  be  like  in  a  dorm?  What  will  I  spend  all  my  time  doing?  And 
most  importantly,  what  do  I  need  to  make  these  things  easier? 

Sophomore  peer  mentor  Anjelica  Jackson's  job  was  to  make  sure 
freshmen  knew  the  answers  to  these  questions.  "From  my  experience," 
said  Anjelica,  "The  items  that  freshmen  commonly  had  concerns  about 
were  laptops,  cars,  books,  TVs  and  shower  shoes-believe  it  or  not." 

From  desk  lamps  to  thumb  tacks,  there  were  many  things  that  anyone 
living  in  a  collegiate  setting  found  essential. 

For  Springer,  also  a  peer  mentor,  this  meant  television  and  Xbox.  "It  turns 
out  you  have  a  fair  amount  of  down  time,  and  it's  a  nice  way  to  relax." 

Outside  the  realm  of  relaxation,  other  essentials  were  often  forgotten 
initially.  "After  two  years,  I  still  forget  to  bring  little  things  like  pens,  pencils,"  said  Anjelica.  For  Springer, 
the  most  often  forgotten  items  were  a  trash  can  and  a  hamper.  However,  there  was  not  one  specific 
essential  for  living  at  college.  No  matter  how  many  were  forgotten,  the  most  essential  thing  to  bring 
to  college  was  whatever  made  you  happy. 

"Honestly,"  Anjelica  claimed,  "the  essential  thing  for  college  life  can't  be  found  in  a  dorm  room.  The 
essential  thing  for  college  is  an  open  mind." 

"College  is  your  new  home,  and  if  you  aren't  comfortable  in  your  home,  you  won't  be  able 
to  perform  well,"  Springer  noted.

When  fast  food  is  easier  than  a  home-cooked  nneal  and  watching 
television  more  fun  than  going  for  a  jog,  the  freshman  fifteen  posed  a 
problem  not  only  for  freshmen,  but  for  all  students.  With  busy  lifestyles, 
and  plenty  of  distractions,  how  can  students  keep  healthy? 

"I  highly  recommend  that  students  take  advantage  of  the  nutritional 
resources  as  well  as  the  fitness  resources  at  the  college,"  said  Lifetime 
Fitness  Center  Director  Michael  Duquette.  "While  in  school,  it  is  a  great 
well  to  learn. ..so  when  you  head  to  the  real  world,  you  will  have  the 
discipline  and  knowledge  to  keep  your  body  young  and  injury  free." 

While  the  LFC  director  urged  students  to  keep  fit  and  stay  healthy  by 
getting  balanced  meals  with  good  nutrition  to  keep  energy  up,  students 
were  sometimes  lax  with  their  eating  and  exercise  habits. 

"I  don't  necessarily  eat  the  healthiest  foods,"  said  sophomore  Corey 
Holland.  "If  you  see  me  in  the  gym,  I'm  probably  looking  for  someone.  I 
don't  really  work  out  because  I'm  not  worried  about  being  muscular 
and  I  stay  thin,  so  I  don't  worry  about  losing  weight.  I  just  don't  have  much  motivation  to  work  out." 

Facing  dietary  restrictions  made  keeping  a  healthy  body  even  more  challenging  on  campus. 

"I  am  lactose  intolerant  and  I  can't  eat  beef  or  pork  because  it  takes  a  longer  time  to  digest  in  my 
stomach,"  said  freshman  Koko  Abas.  "If  by  accident  I  do  eat  something  with  a  dairy  product  in  it  I  will 
try  to  rush  and  take  lactic  pills  that  don't  help  that  much,  but  they  calm  my  cramps  down."

It's  one  of  the  best  ways  to 
communicate  with  your  teachers,  the  faculty  and  with  your  friends  all 
around  the  world,"  said  senior  French  exchange  student  and  blogger 
Pierre  Wowrzynowski. 

Whether  posting  a  picture  or  scanning  through  a  friend's  blog,  the 
overage  student  spent  a  significant  amount  of  time  on  the  Web  doily. 
The  college  website  hosted  a  variety  of  links  not  only  to  navigate  around 
the  site  and  stay  informed,  but  also  to  other  ports  of  the  Internet, 
including  student  and  faculty  blogs. 

Assistant  Rowing  Coach  Tracy  Davenport,  who  created  o  blog  about 
acid  reflux  disease,  sold,  "Slogging  gives  power  back  to  the  people, 
especially  in  the  medical  world.  On  the  Internet,  no  one  cares  about 
your  credentials,  they  just  wont  good  information." 

The  Internet  also  offered  students  faster  and  more  efficient  academic 
research  tools  through  databases  such  as  JSTOR  and  LexisNexis  Academic  Newspapers,  as  well  as  a 
way  to  easily  contact  peers  through  networking  sites  such  as  Facebook.

Revolution,  though  necessary,  isn't  always  pretty.  A  revolutionary 
eyesore  come  in  the  2007-2008  school  year  by  way  of  more  than  three 
separate  concurrent  construction  sites:  the  demolition  and  reconstruction 
of  the  Gibson  Performing  Arts  Center,  the  new  residence  hall  project  on 
the  Western  Shore,  including  the  baseball  diamond,  and  the  beginnings 
of  a  temporary  dining  pavilion  to  aid  in  the  eventual  construction  and 
expansion  of  Hodson  Hall. 

"Construction  hasn't  been  a  big  deal,"  said  sophomore  Harford  resident 
Travis  Brown.  "There  are  only  minor  inconveniences. ..Harford  walk  being 
closed  and  the  occasional  power  outage  aren't  too  hard  to  live  with." 

Travis,  who  previously  lived  in  Worcester  House,  was  content  living  in 
Harford  Hall  in  spite  of  the  new  dorms  construction  site  because  of  the 
better  conditions  and  increase  in  living  space.  Senior  baseball  player 
James  Tidwell,  however,  felt  inconvenienced  by  the  construction. 

"A  big  inconvenience  for  the  team  was  having  to  travel  every  day  to  Worton  park  in  the  fall.  Not 
only  was  the  field  below  our  standards  (short  fences,  hard  infield/outfield,  holes),  but  it  presented  a 
problem  for  players  who  had  to  come  late  because  of  class  or  lab,"  said  James. 

While  students  and  visitors  sometimes  expressed  distaste  with  the  campus  condition,  the  project 
workers  and  engineers  kept  the  construction  on  track,  often  working  on  weekends  to  make  up  time 
lost  due  to  daily  complications  such  as  inclement  weather  and  changes  in  designs. 

"We're  trying  to  provide  the  best  facilities  we  can  for  the  students.  In  the  process... construction 
has  to  be  done,"  said  infrastructure  construction  engineer  Mark  Scott.  "Once  the  construction  ^^<.-^~-^-

a  small  liberal  arts  college  town 

down  by  the  bay 


"Chestertown  is  the  perfect  college  town-small  enough  to  feel  safe,  yet 
large  enough  to  offer  a  variety  of  activities  and  hang-out  spots,  The 
location  of  Chestertown  on  the  Chester  River  provides  beautiful  scenery 
all  year  round  that  adds  to  the  ambience  of  the  community,"  said  junior 
Lyndsey  Gibson. 

Chestertown  and  Washington  College  were  intertwined;  you  couldn't 
really  have  one  without  the  other.  While  the  town  was  founded  seventy- 
six  years  before  the  college,  many  of  its  historic  buildings  shared  a 
connection  with  the  school.  Life  in  Chestertown  was  not  the  same 
without  the  constant  traffic  going  in  and  out  of  the  college  or  students 
venturing  into  the  downtown  area  to  hong  out  or  do  some  shopping. 

"The  presence  of  roughly  1300  young  people  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  22  in  a  town  of  only  about  five  or  six  thousand  obviously  has  to  affect 
the  character  of  the  town,"  said  Dr.  Clayton  Black,  a  Chestertown 
resident  and  professor  of  history  at  Washington  College.  While  this  could 
be  a  bit  trying  at  times,  it  generally  brought  vitality  to  an  historic 
landmark,

Although  an  historical  and  quaint  spot  on  the  waterfront,  and  only 
about  90  minutes  from  major  cities  such  as  Baltimore,  Washington  and 
Philadelphia,  Chestertown's  seclusion  sometimes  frustrated  college 
students,  who  found  local  hang-out  spots  to  combat  boredom. 

"While  Chestertown  is  about  a  half  an  hour  from  just  about  anything, 
when  you're  on  campus,  it  feels  like  home  and  there  is  something  for 
everyone,"  said  senior  Eddie  Raleigh,  "I  love  going  to  O'Connor's;  they 
have  the  best  crab  bisque  in  town." 

Despite  the  disadvantages  of  small-town  living,  prospective  students 
and  parents  continued  to  be  drawn  to  the  town.  Chestertown  also  had 
appeal  for  continuing  to  thrive  in  its  history  and  environment;  being 
named  as  one  of  the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservations'  Dozen 
Distinctive  Destinations  of  2007  was  a  great  honor  for  the  town  and  for 
Washington  College  which,  over  the  years,  became  part  of  the  history  of 
Chestertown.  The  historical  (and  modern)  traditions  of  Chestertown  will 
continue  to  grow  and  be  cultivated  by  the  college  and  its  rich 
surroundings. 

"Chestertown  is  the  quintessential  small  US  town  with  unique,  family- 
owned  stores,"  said  junior  Kristine  Komorowski.  "Stores  and  cafes  such  as 
Twigs  and  Teacups  and  Play  It  Again  Sam  give  Chestertown  a  homey, 
comfortable  atmosphere  where  students  and  townspeople  can 
interact."

With  national  coliege  security  scares,  tine  issue  of  campus  safety  caused 
concern  for  Washington  College  students  and  the  connnnunity. 

"I  think  the  safety  of  all  campuses  across  the  country  are  changing  due 
to  the  Virginia  Tech  (shooting).  We  are  learning  a  lot  from  that  tragic 
event,"  said  Department  of  Public  Safety  patrol  officer  Gene  Davis.  In 
addition  to  paying  attention  to  national  trends,  Public  Safety's  plans  for 
the  future  include  "To  be  flexible,"  said  Davis.  "The  college  campus  is 
always  changing  and  it's  our  job  to  notice  these  changes  and  adapt  for 
the  safety  of  our  students." 

Though  students  were  disgruntled  with  parking  tickets  or  citations  issued 
by  Public  Safety,  the  officers  worked  to  improve  their  campus  services. 

"I  feel  safe  on  campus;  working  with  the  officers  gives  a  good  sense  of 
what  they  do  and  they  are  around  more  often  than  you  would  think," 
said  Public  Safety  student  employee  junior  Doug  Pfaff. 

New  to  the  campus  in  the  spring  of  2006,  Safe  Ride,  a  shuttle  program 

available  to  return  students  to  dorms  or  off-campus  housing  Thursday  through  Saturday  nights, 
decreased  many  students'  specific  safety  anxieties, 

"Safe  Ride  provides  a  great  transportation  service  to  students  that  are  incapable  or  just  need  a  ride 
back,  but  most  importantly  it  takes  drunk  drivers  off  the  road,"  said  sophomore  Safe  Ride  driver 
Sophie  Turshen.  "(The  students]  truly  enjoy  the  program." 

As  security  needs  grew,  Washington  College  did  its  best  to  ease  students'  ^^c 

concerns.  "Safety  is  a  big  priority  here. ..and  Safe  Ride  helps  to  make  this  campus 
and  community  safer  for  all  students,"  said  SGA  President  and  junior  Spencer  Dove.

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"CES  started  the  Waterfront  Festival  and  cardboard  boot  regatta  to  raise  environmental  awareness,  to 
instill  a  conservation  ethic  by  connecting  people  to  the  land  and  water,  and  to  promote  adventures  in 
the  world  of  nature  based  on  having  fun  together." 

The  third  annual  four-week  George  Goes  Green  challenge  ran  through  April,  each  week  dedicated 
to  a  different  cause,  including  water  conservation,  energy  conservation,  waste  reduction  and  earth 
week.  The  event  challenged  students  and  faculty  to  maintain  a  conservative  lifestyle.  The  dining  hall 
served   local  foods,   while  students  in  dorms  competed  to  conserve 
energy.   Within   dorms   and   campus   buildings,    green   signs   reminded 
students  to  use  the  compost  container  in  the  dining  hall,  to  recycle  all 
appropriate   materials  and  to  visit  the  website  and  sign  The  Green 
Pledge.  Hundreds  of  parents,  students,  faculty  and  alumni  promised  to 
reduce  their  impact  over  the  next  year. 

Shannon  Holste,  organizer  of  George  Goes  Green,  said,  "The  best  thing 
about  George  Goes  Green  is  its  ability  to  bring  people  together. ..where  it 
has  caught  on  it  has  brought  dorms  together  to  work  toward  a  particular 
goal.  In  addition,  it  gets  people  thinking  about  what  they  do  on  a  regular 
basis  and  realizing  the  impact  of  their  actions.... The  world  is 
changing... and  if  we  wont  to  keep  the  earth  habitable  for  humans,  we 
ore  going  to  have  to  work  extremely  hard  in  the  very  near  future." 

Individual  students  proved  that  they  could  still  do  their  parts  to  save  the 
environment  without  scheduled  events.  Every  dorm  recycled  several  bins 
of  waste  each  Tuesday  morning  throughout  the  whole  year,  and  many 
students  chose  to  travel  around  town  by  foot  or  on  bicycle;  even  the 

smallest  efforts  helped.  Freshman  Insley  Smullen  said,  "I  don't  drive,  which  means  I  always,  always  have 
to  corpool.  That  saves  gas.  I  recycle  religiously,  and  hove  token  to  going  through  garbage  cans  to  see 
if  I  con  find  any  misplaced  bottles."

During  the  summer  of  2008, 
In  conjunction  with  the  Hodson  Hail  Dining  Hail  construction  project,  the 
student  center  will  go  off-line  for  at  least  one  year  to  allow  for  some 
modernized  changes. 

According  to  Office  of  Student  Activities  Director  Jared  Halter,  "We  will 
see  a  much  more  Intentionally  designed  and  created  space  that  allows 
for  students  to  connect,  relax,  learn  and  grow  together.  The  changes  will 
be  something  that  embodies  the  campus  culture  through  student  Input 
and  ideas."

Though  senior  week  and  commencement  took  place  on  rainy  days  in  May,  the  excitement  was  not 
dampened.  Senior  Aundra  Weissert,  who  was  chosen  to  present  her  speech  to  the  graduates  at 
commencement,  attempted  to  bring  out  the  true  liberal  arts  spirit  on  a  cloudy  day. 

"My  motivation  for  speaking  at  graduation  stemmed  from  the  idea  of  having  the  chance  to  inspire  the 
senior  class  during  the  last  time  we'd  all  be  together  in  one  location,"  said  Aundra.  "During  my  speech...! 
wanted  to  show  everyone  that  our  education  has  been  what  we've  made  of  it;  that  we've  been  given 
the  tools  to  craft  our  own  revolutions  inside  and  outside  the  classroom." 

Aundra's  speech,  preceded  by  the  procession  of  faculty  and  students  and  a  drum  and  fife  band,  was 
followed  by  speakers,  awards  and  an  impromptu  horse-drawn  cameo  by  General  George  Washington  to 
honor  the  graduates.  Senior  Emma  Sovich,  who  received  over  $67,000  for  the  Sophie  Kerr  Prize,  the  largest 
undergraduate  literary  prize  in  the  nation,  recalls  the  events  of  the  day.

After  225  years,  Washington  College  had  seen  its  fair  share  of  history.  The 
longevity  of  the  college  came  with  the  staff,  faculty  and  student  ambition  to  not 
only  rely  on  a  rich  history,  but  to  continue  to  create  it. 

"As  the  founders  of  Washington  College  surely  realized  that  their  generation 
stood  at  the  cusp  of  a  great  American  transition,  they  undertook  the 
importance  of  laying  a  foundation  for  a  society  that  could  sustain  these  ideals 
with  great  immediacy.  These  roots  are  still  evident  in  the  culture  of  civic  and 
academic  responsibility  that  Washington  College  promotes  today,"  said  senior 
Kim  Proctor.  "In  understanding  the  past,  we  have  the  ability  to  frame  the  future. 
The  issues  facing  the  United  States,  while  they  may  seem  unprecedented,  have 
many  historical  roots.  Many  of  the  basic  questions  about  what  American 
democracy  truly  means  have  been  fought  over  during  the  centuries  of  our 
country's  history,  and  understanding  them  is  the  only  way  to  provide  a 
comprehensive  framework  for  the  future." 

The  C.V.  Starr  Center  for  the  Study  of  the  American  Experience,  which 
received  a  new  director,  Adam  Coodheart,  in  2006,  also  promoted  a  wider 
understanding  of  the  past  as  a  fundamental  aspect  of  the  continuing  success  of 
America's  democratic  experiment. 

"The  Starr  Center  provides  amazing  opportunities  for  students  to  make  history 
at  WC,  especially  through  their  student  fellowships  which  provide  countless 
opportunities  for  self-guided  research  projects,"  said  senior  Elizabeth  Clay,  the

"The  Starr  Center  also  created  the 
Revolutionary  College  Project-  an  online  interactive  history  site  celebrating  the 
college's  225  years.  It  includes  research  conducted  by  students,  faculty  and  staff, 
giving  members  of  the  college  community  a  chance  to  Vi/rite  or  sometimes  re- 
Vi/rite  local  history." 

With  new  programs  such  as  the  Senatorial  Colloquy,  and  the  student  and 
faculty  attention  to  a  challenging  education,  a  small,  old,  private  school  on  the 
Eastern  Shore  continued  to  make  a  name  for  itself 

"Washington  College  is  moving  up  in  terms  of  college  rankings  and  academic 
standards.  I  am  convinced  that  courses  were  much  harder  my  senior  year  than 
when  I  was  a  freshman,"  said  senior  Andrew  Mehdizadeh,  the  college's  first 
Presidential  Fellow  with  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  the  Presidency  in 
Washington,  D.C.  "In  addition,  my  experience  with  the  Fellows  Program  was 
interesting  because  it  allowed  me  to  realize  how  students  at  many  ivy  League 
schools  lacked  the  writing  skills  of  most  Washington  College 
students.. .Washington  College's  faculty  is  made  up  of  some  of  the  best 
professors  in  the  entire  country.  No  matter  who  I  talk  to  on  campus,  everyone- 
and  I  mean  everyone-  agrees  that  our  faculty  is  outstanding,"  added  Andrew. 
"They  are  so  willing  to  help  their  students  and  are  readily  accessible  during  their 
office  hours.  And  each  makes  teaching  seem  so  easy." 

"In  some  respects,  it  would  be  possible  for  students  to  think  that  there  is  an 
overemphasis  of  American  history  at  Washington  College,  which  could  have  a 
negative  impact,"  commented  Kim.  "I,  however,  do  not  think  this  is 
true.. .Understanding  American  history  helped  me  understand  the 
interconnectedness  of  nations,  the  influence  of  foreign  policy  and  the  role  that  I 
may  play  in  the  world  because  of  my  position  as  an  American.  It  helped  me 
appreciate  the  attractiveness  of  American  democracy,  while  also  learning  that 
our  history  is  not  perfect.  Most  importantly,  my  education  taught  me  that  only 
with  a  thorough  understanding  of  American  history  can  we  truly  critically 
analyze  the  problems  feeing  our  world."

Many  Washington  College  students  looked  forward  to  the  opportunity  to  study  abroad  during  their  tinne  at  school.  For 
the  international  students,  however,  Washington  College  was  that  chance. 

"Even  though  most  of  my  personal  experiences  are  associated  with  other  countries,  traveling  to  America  was  the 
greatest  experience  of  my  life,"  said  Peruvian  senior  Caria  Acosta  Navarro.  "One  of  the  reasons  I  came  here  was  that 
English  is  an  important  language  which  made  me  feel  part  of  a  global  network.  Before  I  decided  to  come  here,  my  mother 
and  I  [did]  research  about  the  university  and  the  community  on  the  Internet.

Though  tattoos  and  piercings  have  been  known  for  their  stigma,  self 
expression  through  body  art  had  its  appeals  beyond  teenage  rebellion. 

And  people  have 
certainly  grown  more  accepting  of  them.  There  used  to  be  a  time  when  tattoos 
were  only  for  bikers  and  punks,  but  now  people  tend  to  see  them  for  what  they 
are-works  of  art  that  often  have  a  deep  personal  meaning  to  the  person  who 
got  them,"  said  sophomore  Tony  Reisinger.

The  Center  for  Career  Development  helped  all  students,  regardless  of  class  year. 
From  choosing  a  major  to  assessing  skills  and  abilities  to  finding  a  summer  job  or 
internship,  the  staff  members  in  the  Center  worked  to  ensure  positive  outcomes  for 
students. 

"At  the  Center  for  Career  Development,  we  work  to  help  students  build  contacts, 
fine-tune  their  interests  and  provide  them  the  encouragement  they  need  to  look  for 
summer  jobs,  internships  and  careers.  We  schedule  group  sessions  and  events  but 
also  schedule  one-on-one  visits  with  students,"  said  Jim  Allison,  director  of  the 
Center  for  Career  Development. 

The  Miller  Library  also  helped  students  fulfill  their  academic  obligations.  It  provided 
several  new  technologies  and  resources,  including  a  new  Multimedia  Production 
Center  with  state-of-the-art  video  and  photography  equipment,  for  students,  faculty 
and  staff  to  utilize. 

"Libraries  have  been  leaders  in  the  digital  age.  Specifically,  take  a  look  at  the 
library's  web  page;  this  page  is  a  gateway  to  some  of  the  best  scholarly  resources. 
Today's  generation  of  researchers  is  swimming  in  information.  Libraries  are  tasked 
with  helping  the  individual  contextualize  their  information  gathering  efforts. 
Librarians  use  technology  as  a  vehicle  to  obtain  the  best  information  in  an  efficient 
manner,"  said  Instruction  and  Technologic  Services  staff  member  David  Dudek. 

Both  the  Miller  Library  and  the  Center  for  Career  Development  provided  new 
technologies,  helpful  advice  and  relevant  resources  for  students.

Production  Center  was  launched  as  a 
resource  center  for  campus.  It  was 
designed  to  offer  new  technology 
hardware,  software  and  assistance  to 
staff,  faculty  and  students. 

Located  in  the  basement  of  the  Miller 
Library,  the  Multimedia  Production 
Center  had  the  benefit  of  a  convenient, 
central  location  on  campus. 
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The  Multimedia  Production  Center  offered  many  different  services.  Campus 
community  members  could  visit  the  MPC  laboratory  to  borrow  MiniDV 
camcorders,  microphones,  video  camera  tripods,  firewire  cables  and  digital 
cameras. 

Visitors  could  also  utilize  any  of  the  equipment  housed  in  the  MPC,  which 
included  MAC  and  PCs  complete  with  video  editing  software,  MiniDV  to  VHS 
software,  photo  editing  software,  surround  sound  speakers,  scanners  for  film, 
negatives,  reflective  media  and  much  more. 

Lab  technicians  worked  in  the  MPC  during  all  open  hours  to  serve  as  guides 
or  to  help  answer  technology-related  questions.  This  resource  center  worked 
.to  benefit  the  techonolgical  advancement  of  the  campus.

As  one  of  the  largest  majors  at  Washington  College,  the  Department  of  Business 
Management  worked  to  prepare  students  for  their  future  careers. 

"In  business  one  gets  the  most  well-rounded  education.  There  is  a  quantitative 
requirement.  We  do  lots  of  writing.  We  do  lots  of  team  projects.  There  is  problem 
solving  and  critical  thinking.  There  is  an  international  requirement.  Then  there  is  the 
application  of  all  of  the  preceding  skills  to  real-world  situations,"  said  Dr.  Terry 
Scout,  associate  professor  of  business  management. 

While  receiving  a  well-rounded  education,  students  looked  to  their  professors  and 
advisors  within  the  department  for  constant  support. 

"All  of  the  professors  in  the  department  have  been  supportive  of  me  both  in  the 
classroom  and  on  the  basketball  court,"  said  senior  Elise  Conway.  "The  department 
takes  a  genuine  interest  in  my  current  and  future  success." 

One  area  where  students  really  depended  on  support  from  faculty  members  was 
in  the  completion  of  their  senior  capstones.  The  senior  capstone  culminated  a 
student's  academic  experience  and  highlighted  a  student's  interests  within  their  area 
of  study. 

"The  senior  capstone  for  a  business  management  major  was  a  strategic  analysis  of 
a  company  with  a  group  of  students  in  the  fall  and  another  as  an  individual  student 
in  the  spring.  There  was  also  the  option  of  a  non-traditional  capstone  for  which  most 
students  chose  to  develop  a  business  plan,"  said  senior  Katie  Kirlin. 

Whichever  option  business  management  students  chose  for  their  capstone,  they 
continued  to  expand  boundaries  outside  the  classroom. 

"More  and  more  of  our  students  are  studying  abroad.  More  students  are  also 
getting  real-world  business  experiences  through  new  software  introduced  in  the 
classroom  as  well  as  through  obtaining  internships  in  various  fields,"  said  Dr. 
Michael  Harvey,  Chair  of  the  Department  of  Business  Management.

That  was  the  most 
rewarding  feeling  I  have  ever  felt,"  said  senior  Rachel  Holland. 

Many  people  had  the  misconception  that  teaching  was  merely  a  stable  job,  with  the 
added  benefit  of  summer  vacation.  At  WC,  however,  teaching  was  a  much  deeper 
profession  that  involved  the  shaping  of  minds  and  futures,  a  responsibility  that  any 
potential  teacher  must  be  willing  to  accept.

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In  the  college's  225th  year,  the  Psychology  Department  had  come  a  long  way. 

"When  I  came  to  WC  a  year  or  two  after  Jim  Siemen  arrived,  psychology  had  four 
faculty  and  was  in  the  worst  building  on  campus. ..It  was  a  dump. ..We  had  no 
equipment  to  speak  of  and  a  $300  per  year  budget  to  buy  new  equipment.  At  first 
glance,  the  place  was  going  nowhere,"  recalled  psychology  professor  Dr.  George 
Spilich.  "But  we  had  some  very,  very  good  students  back  then  and  Jim  and  I  could 
see  the  potential  of  the  department,  If  only  we  had  resources. ..Jim  and  I  along  with 
the  good  colleagues  who  have  joined  us  over  the  years  had  the  ambition  to  see  just 
how  good  a  department  we  could  make." 

On  the  part  of  the  school,  the  professors  and  the  students,  the  hard  work  in  the 
Psychology  Department  paid  off.  Known  for  its  goals  of  providing  the  "absolute  best 
undergraduate  education  in  psychology  as  a  lab  and  clinical  science. ..not  just  a 
good  education  but  the  absolute  best  in  the  nation,"  according  to  Dr.  Spilich,  the 
department  exposed  majors  to  a  true  liberal  arts  education. 

"I  feel  that  each  course  addresses  an  interesting  aspect  of  the  field.  Almost  all 
psychology  courses  are  lab  courses,  which  I  enjoy  because  you  get  extra  experience. 
It  is  In  the  lab  portion  of  a  few  of  my  courses  that  I  have  determined  which  career 
path  I'm  looking  towards,"  said  senior  Shelley  Holtmann.  "The  most  challenging  part 
of  the  program  for  me  has  been  deciding  which  career  choice  I  want  to  pursue 
because  after  nearly  every  course  I've  taken,  I  can  honestly  say,  'Wow,  I  could  see 
myself  doing  that.'" 

Freshman  Meaghan  Moxley  came  to  Washington  College  knowing  she  wanted  to  be 
part  of  the  Psychology  Department.  "Throughout  my  time  at  WC,  I  look  forward  to 
embracing  as  many  opportunities  as  possible  within  the  Psychology  Department," 
said  Megan.

While  still  presenting  more  than  nine  full-length  productions,  the  Drama 
Department  underwent  transitional  changes  in  the  2007-2008  school  year.  The 
reconstruction  of  the  theater  posed  both  a  debilitating  and  rehabilitating  obstacle 
for  the  productions  and  the  students. 

"I  love  how  close  we  are  as  a  major,"  said  sophomore  Jess  Dugger.  "No  other 
major  would  be  as  upset  as  we  are  about  not  being  able  to  have  a  space  where 
we  just  hang  out  together.  This  major  is  not  just  a  group  of  people  that  share  the 
common  goal  of  graduating  with  a  degree  in  drama  from  Washington  College;  we 
are  friends." 

Drama  majors,  who  were  required  to  participate  in  shows  at  least  once  per 
semester,  presented  plays  in  alternative  locations  such  as  Norman  James 
Theater  and  the  McLain  Atrium  in  Toll  Science  Center. 

"The  most  challenging  part  of  my  major  was  being  committed  to  rehearsals 
when  there  were  other  things  happening  that  I  would  have  liked  to  attend,"  said 
senior  Phil  Doccolo,  who  directed  a  production  of  Arthur  Kopit's  Road  to  Niiyana 
in  the  Casey  Academic  Center  gallery  for  his  thesis.  "It  is  a  lot  of  work  but  also 
very  rewarding,  and  I  was  very  passionate  about  the  show  that  I  presented  so  it 
was  a  pleasure  to  work  on." 

In  between  classes  in  history,  theory,  performance  and  technical  theater,  as 
well  as  participation  either  on  stage  or  behind  the  scenes,  drama  majors  strove 
for  a  senior  thesis,  usually  concentrated  in  directing,  stage  management  or 
performance,  which  often  required  outsourcing.

Learning  to  analyze 
problems,  organize  one's  thinking,  and  explain  one's  thinking  (both  orally  and  in 
writing)  is  important  throughout  one's  life." 

Dr.  Michael  McLendon  agreed  that  skills  learned  in  math  courses  translated  to  real 
life.  "Someone  might  ask,  'When  am  I  going  to  take  the  derivative  of  a  trig  function 
in  my  job?'  and  the  answer  is,  'Not  very  often,'"  commented  Dr.  McLendon.  "On  the 
other  hand,  if  he  or  she  asks,  'When  am  I  going  to  need  to  take  a  complicated 
problem,  break  it  up  into  pieces,  solve  the  pieces,  put  the  pieces  together  to  form  a 
solution  and  then  explain  the  solution  to  someone  else?'  the  answer  is  'All  the  time.'" 

In  a  world  of  changing  technology,  the  departments  of  mathematics  and  computer 
science  offered  great  variety  in  future  careers. 

Dr  Shaun  Ramsey  said,  "You  can  get  a  job  in  almost  any  industry  from  video 
games  and  biological  simulations  to  restaurants  and  banks.  If  there's  something 
you're  interested  in,  chances  are  that  something  has  been  programmed  for  it." 

Dr.  Marty  Suydam  also  commented,  "Because  we  teach  the  technology  of 
computing  science,  we  are  always  in  a  state  of  change  and  respond  to  the  demands 
of  the  commercial  market  to  ensure  currency  of  subject  matter." 

However,  majoring  in  math  or  computer  science  did  not  mean  denying  the  arts  and 
humanities. 

Senior  Tiffany  Harrell,  a  double  major  in  math  and  philosophy,  said,  "I  get  to  use 
both  sides  of  my  brain  and  diffenng  intellectual  skills."  Senior  Manan  Robbins,  a 
math  minor,  said,  "Just  because  I  enjoy  the  humanities  doesn't  mean  that  I  can't 
enjoy  math  as  well,  and  minoring  in  seemingly  contradictory  things  allows  me  to  not 
deny  any  part  of  myself  for  the  sake  of  logic  or  continuity."

"We  seek  to  teach  our  students  about  political 
science  in  the  classroom,  but  also  to  have  them  experience  politics  more  directly, 
through  internships,  study  abroad,  in-class  simulations  and  model  programs,  such 
as  involvement  in  the  Model  UN." 

Students,  who  were  required  to  take  courses  in  topics  such  as  American  political 
thought  and  government,  world  politics  and  the  history  of  American  politics,  also 
stressed  the  importance  of  out-of-classroom  experience, 

"I  urge  [political  science  students]  to  take  some  time  during  their  college  career  to 
study  with  the  Washington  Center  Program  in  Washington,  D.C.  The  Center  provides 
internships  and  college  level  classes  for  students  that  choose  to  live  in  Washington 
for  one  entire  semester.  This  was  an  extremely  rewarding  experience  that  greatly 
expanded  my  knowledge  in  the  field,"  said  senior  Andrew  Mehdizadeh. 

A  concentration  in  political  science  also  included  options  to  take  specialized 
courses  such  as  Comparative  Politics,  Parties  and  Interest  Groups  and  Public  Policy 
Analysis,  while  developing  necessary  skills  for  graduate  school  or  employment. 

"The  most  challenging  aspect  of  my  major  has  been  trying  to  constantly  improve 
my  writing  and  analytical  skills  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  field  and  my  professors," 
said  senior  Kim  Proctor.  "I  will  be  pursing  a  Ph.D.  in  political  science  beginning  next 
fall.  I  would  like  to  become  a  professor  of  political  science  in  the  future.  In  terms  of 
seeking  employment  after  graduation,  the  department  has  helped  me  immensely  in 
applying  to  graduate  schools  by  writing  recommendations  and  taking  me  through  the 
process  step  by  step."

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Though  the  special  programs  at  Washington  College  didn't  offer  degrees,  programs 
in  pre-lavi/,  premedical,  and  physical  education  had  a  lot  to  offer  to  students. 

"When  I  began  teaching  in  1970  physical  education  was  a  one-year  required 
course  as  part  of  the  distribution  requirements.  It  was  later  changed  to  its  current 
status  a  four-credit  academic  elective  course. ..The  benefits  of  the  physical  education 
courses  promote  an  awareness  of  wellness  for  one's  life,"  said  Professor  Tom 
Finnegan,  chair  of  the  Physical  Education  Department. 

Students  could  audit  as  many  physical  education  courses  as  they  wanted.  People 
interested  in  pre-law,  however,  usually  chose  to  take  classes  for  full  credit. 

"Students  interested  in  pre-law  should  start  thinking  about  law  school  and  planning 
for  the  admissions  process  early  in  their  college  careers,  and  should  consult  the  pre- 
law advisors  as  soon  as  possible.  They  should  pursue  an  academic  program  that 
develops  and  sharpens  the  skills  of  rigorous  analysis  and  effective  oral  and  written 
communication,  and  strive  for  the  highest  GPA  they  are  capable  of  attaining,"  said 
Professor  John  Taylor,  one  of  the  advisors  for  the  Pre-Law  Program. 

Katie  Eckenrode,  a  freshman  pursuing  the  Pre-Vet  Program,  was  excited  about  the 
opportunities  the  program  offered. 

"Growing  up,  I  have  worked  with  a  vast  group  of  animals,  like  dogs,  cats,  horses, 
cattle  and  even  wild  turkeys.  My  goal  is  to  help  these  animals. ..The  classes  are 
interesting  and  taught  by  knowledgeable  and  helpful  faculty.  But  the  most  important 
thing  is  that  the  teachers  have  a  passion  for  classes  that  they  teach  and  they  have  a 
desire  to  want  to  share  that  with  their  students." 

Professor  Kathleen  Verville,  head  of  the  Premedical  Program,  said  that  the  special 
program  helped  students  like  Katie  with  continuing  their  studies  after  graduation. 

"Students  who  are  interested  in  allopathic  medicine,  osteopathic  medicine, 
veterinary  medicine,  dentistry,  podiatry  and  optometry  work  through  the  college's 
premedical  program  to  gam  admission  to  professional  programs."

When  it  came  to  the  Depailment  of  Modern  Languages,  size  did  matter.  Even  at 
the  introductory  level,  the  intimate  class  setting  of  every  language  course  was  a 
hallmark  of  the  department's  focus  on  individual  learning  and  the  development  of 
fluency  in  a  second  tongue. 

In  an  increasingly  shrinking  global  community,  the  knowledge  of  multiple 
languages  made  WC  graduates  extremely  valuable  in  a  job  market  rapidly  becoming 
more  linguistically  diverse.  Senior  Katie  Kirlin,  a  business  major,  noted  that  the 
department  faculty  helped  her  by,  "Encouraging  me  to  continue  speaking  because 
Spanish  will  prove  to  be  a  very  valuable  language  in  our  society." 

The  faculty  also  acknowledged  the  growing  importance  of  the  knowledge  of 
languages.  "We  want  all  our  students  to  learn  to  communicate  with  those  who  speak 
other  languages  and  come  from  other  cultures.  We  also  promote  cross-cultural 
understanding,  which  we  believe  happens  through  studying  language,  literature  and 
culture,"  said  Dr.  Pamela  Pears,  the  department  chair. 

The  ultimate  experience  of  an  education  in  the  modern  languages  was  to  study 
abroad.  Through  intensive  preparation,  WC  sent  masses  of  students  to  areas  around 
the  world  each  year  to  put  their  education  to  work.  Dr.  James  Martin,  associate 
professor  of  German,  even  said  that  the  most  rewarding  part  of  his  job  was  "Working 
with  students  to  provide  them  a  basic  preparation  and  then  seeing  them  really 
dedicate  themselves  to  the  life-changing  experience  of  studying  abroad." 

The  experience  of  mastering  a  foreign  language  through  the  culminating  experience 
of  studying  abroad  was  an  invaluable  one  for  students  who  had  the  desire  to  see  the 
world  beyond  Chestertown.  Hayley  Taylor,  a  senior  French  minor  added.  "Even  if 
[you're]  only  a  minor,  study  abroad!"

Taking  advantage  of  the  surrounding  environment  of  the  Eastern  Shore  and  the 
recently  completed  facilities  of  the  Toll  Science  Center,  the  natural  science 
departments  of  biology,  chemistry  and  environmental  studies  provided  students  with 
a  hands-on  approach  to  understanding  nature. 

Assistant  Professor  of  biology  Jeff  Brown  said,  "We've  moved  into  Toll-great  space, 
great  labs— and  have  continued  to  improve  our  equipment  and  student  access  to 
that  equipment.  Students  can  generate  publication-quality  data  in  virtually  any  sub- 
discipline  of  biology." 

Most  natural  science  majors  spent  over  six  hours  a  week  in  the  lab,  not  to  mention 
class  time,  studying  and  fitting  in  distribution  classes.  However,  most  agreed  that 
composing  the  thesis  proved  to  be  the  most  difficult  part  of  their  four-year 
experience. 

Senior  Kat  Stevens  said,  "The  thesis  program  for  my  major  entails  a  year-long 
chemistry  experiment  with  basically  a  giant  lab  report  at  the  end.  It  is  expected  that 
each  major  will  spend  8-12  hours  each  week  in  the  laboratory  working  on  the 
experiment  during  their  senior  year." 

Whether  striving  for  certification  by  the  American  Chemical  Society,  assisting  a 
professor  with  research  or  attempting  to  fulfill  the  requirements  for  medical  school, 
students  appreciated  the  union  within  the  departments  and  the  effort  to  help 
students  understand  and  apply  material. 

Senior  Alycia  Moses,  who  planned  on  working  in  a  biomedical  research  lab,  said, 
"The  goal  of  the  Department  of  Biology  is  to  get  students  to  understand  all  aspects 
of  this  science  and  understand  why  different  parts  of  biology  make  a  whole."  Senior 
Tonie  Domino,  who  pursued  large  animal  veterinary  medicine,  said,  "What  I  love 
about  being  a  biology  major  at  WAC  is  the  camaradene  in  the  department.  As  a 
senior,  I  really  feel  like  we  are  all  in  this  together."

The  Art  Department  "serves  primarily  as  an  intellectual  base  from  which  the 
student  can  make  connections  across  the  disciplines,  as  she  or  he  seeks  to 
understand,  criticize  and  engage  the  world,"  as  the  college's  website  proclaims. 
Students  of  art  were  able  to  study  the  medium  or  era  that  they  found  most  engaging, 
while  still  taking  classes  about  time  periods  and  media  with  which  they  were  more 
unfamiliar  to  comprise  a  well-rounded  education  in  art  and  art  history. 

The  small  size  of  the  department  contributed  to  its  appeal  to  students:  as  junior 
Colleen  Kearins  said,  "[The  professors]  are  all  so  different  and  possess  unique 
teaching  methods.  I  consider  each  professor  a  colleague  and  a  friend."  Students 
were  able  to  bond  with  other  majors,  as  well  as  with  the  professors,  which  created  a 
closeness  inside  the  major.  Studying  art  also  gave  students  a  large  jumpingoff  point 
for  whatever  they  wanted  to  accomplish  in  the  future. 

"When  you  start  making  art,  the  intrinsic  creative  drive  becomes  a  part  of  you, 
something  you  can't  simply  ignore.  I'm  especially  looking  forward  to  any 
opportunities  that  will  challenge  me  and  help  me  develop  conceptual  thinking,"  said 
freshman  Katie  Johnson,  who  was  undeclared  as  an  art  major,  but  still  a  maintained 
a  vested  interest  in  art. 

Commenting  on  the  department's  diversity,  senior  art  major  Joanna  Baker  said, 
"After  figuring  out  I  wanted  to  design  clothing,  a  major  in  studio  art  seemed  to  be 
the  best  preparation  for  that." 

Even  though  there  are  many  different  paths  to  follow  when  pursuing  art.  they  all  led 
back  to  one  specific  goal.  Freshman  Karly  Kolaja  said,  "After  taking  art  history 
courses  I  have  a  much  better  understanding  of  what  artists  have  always  seemed  to 
attempt  to  accomplish.  They  have  believed  very  deeply  in  the  expression  of  grand 
ideas  and  statement-making  through  physically  accessible  works  of  art  for  the 
masses  and  I  think  it's  great  all  artists  have  attempted  to  do  the  same."

On  a  campus  filled  with  its  own  share  of  history,  it  was  no  surprise  that  the  faculty 
and  students  of  the  Washington  College  History  Department  were  history  fanatics. 

"When  I  imagined  myself  as  a  professor,  I  thought  of  small  classes,  an  intimate 
campus,  long  conversations  with  students  and  the  lil<e,"  commented  the  chair  of  the 
department,  Dr.  Clayton  Black.  Though  he  acknowledged  his  over-idealistic  view  as  a 
budding  academic,  he  added,  "Once  in  a  while  on  a  crisp  autumn  afternoon  walking 
past  Smith  Hall,  I'll  find  myself  feeling  as  though  my  dream  really  has  come  true." 

Dr.  Black's  sentiments  seemed  to  be  the  common  feelings  among  members  of  the 
department,  both  faculty  and  student.  "All  of  the  history  professors  at  Washington 
College  are  phenomenal,  but  the  classes  I  have  enjoyed  most  have  been  the  ones 
where  the  students  show  up  with  enthusiasm  to  equal  the  professors.  When  that 
happens  then  it's  just  like  magic  in  the  classroom;  the  history  has  more  resonance, 
the  discussions  are  better  and  the  mind  is  challenged,"  said  senior  history  major 
Samantha  Blau. 

Because  WC  was  founded  in  the  eighteenth  century,  it  would  have  been  easy  for 
the  History  Department  to  rest  comfortably  in  its  historic  environment,  focusing  only 
on  the  revolutionary  period  and  all  things  related  to  George  Washington.  Instead,  the 
department  chose  to  focus  on  aspects  of  history  that  relate  itself  to  everyone  on  a 
broader  scale. 

"Our  goal  is  to  develop  in  students  the  skills  of  analyzing  the  human  experience," 
noted  Dr.  Black,  "Through  careful  examination  of  the  broadest  possible  variety  of 
evidence.  We  study  the  past  because  all  of  the  possibilities  are  now  before  us. ..But 
once  we  have  reached  conclusions  about  the  past,  we  need  to  be  able  to 
communicate  our  findings,  so  we  want  students  to  be  able  to  write  and  speak 
intelligently  about  how  the  world  works."

Majors  in  anthropology  and  sociology  examined  human  nature  and  society.  Both 
areas  of  study  allowed  students  to  study  history  and  culture  and  explore  its 
relevance  to  today's  world. 

"Learning  about  society  will  open  your  eyes  to  so  many  things.  It  can  be  frustrating 
to  learn  about  the  negative  aspects  of  our  society,  but  lessons  can  be  learned 
through  further  research  and  understanding,"  stated  senior  Barbara  Harrington. 

Inside  the  classroom,  students  learned  life  lessons  to  be  remembered  outside  the 
classroom.  Students  also  discovered  that  negative  issues  within  human  nature 
change  very  little  over  time. 

"Often  we  think  that  prejudice  and  inequality  are  issues  of  the  past.  Classes  such 
as  Social  Inequalities  taught  me  that  these  issues  are  still  problems  in  today's 
society,"  added  Barbara. 

Having  gained  insight  and  new  perspectives  into  social  conditions,  students  learned 
to  appreciate  their  surroundings.  They  also  found  that  studying  human  social 
interaction  and  behavior  was  surprising,  exciting  and  fun. 

According  to  Dr.  Steven  Cades,  Chair  of  the  Department  of  Sociology  and 
Anthropology,  "Helping  students  to  share  in  the  excitement  of  scientific 
understanding  of  human  social  behavior  in  all  its  complexity"  and  "guiding  students 
toward  an  enriched  understanding  of  human  social  behavior"  were  two  main  goals 
of  the  department. 

Whether  students  wanted  to  make  an  impact  on  their  community  through  social 
sen/ice,  gain  more  insight  for  a  career  in  business  or  industry,  or  pursue  graduate 
work  in  sociology,  anthropology,  education,  law  or  social  work,  the  study  of  sociology 
and  anthropology  gave  them  tools  to  grasp  a  better  conception  of  culture,  the 
human  condition  and  social  patterns.

Though  comparatively  smaller  in  size,  the  Physics  Department  and  the 
Earth/Planetary  Sciences  Department  had  a  lot  to  offer  students.  Students  in  these 
fields  learned  to  understand  the  scientific  method  and  its  implications  as  well  as 
practical  applications  of  these  programs  for  use  in  everyday  life. 

"My  hope  is  that  my  courses  stimulate  the  sort  of  interest  that  will  lead  to  a  lifetime 
of  learning,"  said  Dr.  Karl  Kehm,  associate  professor  of  physics  and  advisor  of  the 
earth  and  planetary  science  program.  "There  is  an  opportunity  in  these  programs  to 
learn  how  a  lot  of  things  function  and  evolve." 

In  addition,  students  learned  to  appreciate  the  aesthetic  dimensions  of  scientific 
work  as  well  as  the  interrelationship  between  physics,  earth/ planetary  science  and 
other  areas  of  knowledge. 

"In  the  process  of  exploring  these  programs  in  the  lecture  environment  and  in  the 
lab,  most  students  see  dramatic  improvement  in  their  reasoning,  mathematical  and 
computational  skills,  "  added  Dr.  Kehm. 

While  engaged  in  the  learning  environment,  students  also  acquired  research, 
reasoning  and  presentation  skills.  An  added  benefit  of  the  physics  and 
earth/planetary  sciences  programs  was  the  very  small  class  sizes,  especially  in  the 
advanced  courses. 

"This  semester,  my  physics  class  had  only  a  few  students,"  said  senior  Dan  Holies, 
"Which  worked  well  for  me,  because  I  enjoy  a  more  intimate  learning  environment. 
That's  why  I  came  to  Washington  College!" 

From  small  class  sizes  to  the  ability  to  combine  programs  with  other  areas  of 
interest,  students  and  faculty  members  found  earth/planetary  science  and  physics 
beneficial  areas  of  study.

Physics  Goes  Green! 

measuring  electicity  usage  with  the  "Kill  a  Watt" 

As  the  campus  worked  to  "go  green," 
students,  staff  and  faculty  becanne 
increasingly  aware  of  their  everyday 
decisions  and  the  impact  these  desicions 
had  on  the  environment. 

While  many  people  chose  to  focus  on 
recycling  efforts,  some  turned  their 
attention  to  energy-saving  techniques, 
including  electricity  usage.  In  the  dorms, 
for  example,  students  made  a  more 
conscious  effort  to  turn  off  lights,  unplug 
cell  phone  chargers  when  not  in  use  and 
shut  down  computers  at  night. 

In  Bunting  Hall,  a  few  staff  members  took  another  approach  toward 
saving  energy.  Using  the  "Kill  a  Watt"  device,  which  calculated  the  watts 
used  for  any  device  with  a  power  cord,  the  electricity  usage  for  each 
computer,  light,  printer,  copier,  fax  machine  and  other  pieces  of  office 
equipment  was  audited. 

The  complete  energy  audit  showcased  the  energy  usage  for  over  200 
office  devices  for  Bunting  Hall  and  helped  staff  members  realize  the 
amount  of  energy  they  used  at  the  office  each  day,  week,  month  and  year.

The  international  studies  program  at  Washington  College  provided  an  easy  excuse 
for  students  to  become  globetrotters. 

"I  am  really  looking  forward  to  studying  abroad.  That  is  a  requirement  for  an 
international  studies  major,  and  I'd  really  like  to  travel  to  Cork,  Ireland  and 
participate  in  the  Hasard  Scholars  Program  in  London,  England,"  said  Anna 
Cowden,  a  freshman  international  studies  major.  "I  felt  like  Washington  College  was 
really  committed  to  providing  a  good  college  education. ..This  particular  major  was 
one  of  the  biggest  reasons  that  I  came  to  Washington  College.  I  was  always 
impressed  with  the  international  studies  program  and  amazed  at  all  the  options 
there  were  to  study  abroad." 

International  studies  majors,  in  addition  to  adjusting  to  new  cultures  in  a  semester 
abroad,  were  also  required  to  take  on  a  broad  course  load.  The  major's  basic 
requirements  included  courses  in  economics  and  politics,  and  students  were 
recommended  to  also  take  history  and  philosophy  and  religion  courses  to 
supplement  the  learning  they  would  need  as  upperclassmen. 

The  professors  worked  hard  to  provide  students  with  the  knowledge  they  needed 
for  their  major.  "As  for  all  faculty  members,  we  manage  to  prepare  our  courses, 
serve  on  college  committees  and  publish  in  peer-reviewed  journals,  but  we  would 
like  more  time  to  do  all  of  these!  There  is  not  enough  time  in  a  day",  said  Dr.  Lisa 
Daniels.

When  Washington  College  was  founded  in  the  eighteenth  century,  the  Reverend 
William  Smith  envisioned  our  small  school  as  a  beacon  of  the  arts  for  the  region. 
Today,  we  look  forward  to  the  renovation  and  expansion  of  the  Gibson  Performing 
Arts  building,  to  allow  the  arts  to  be  restored  to  their  nghtful  place  at  the  heart  of  a 
liberal  education. 

But  it  was  not  the  promise  of  a  new  building  that  made  the  music  department  a 
special  part  of  WC  students  educations.  The  canng  faculty  was  one  of  the  most 
important  of  the  department's  assets.  The  faculty  members  of  this  department 
exhibited  a  highly  contagious  spirit  of  enthusiasm  and  open-mindedness  that 
inspired  even  a  "scatterbrained,  word-obsessed  English  major  to  seriously  consider 
the  communicative  possibilities  of  the  musical  language,"  said  sophomore  Ricky 
Davis.  Similarly.  Junior  Rebekah  Herbold  noted,  "Everyone  in  the  department  has 
given  me  good  advice  and  guidance  that  I  will  always  appreciate.  Dr.  Clarke  has, 
especially,  gone  out  of  his  way  to  talk  with  me  and  even  play  some  trios  with  me!" 

The  feeling  was  mutual  among  the  faculty.  Dr.  Catherine  Anderson,  instructor  of 
private  vocal  lessons,  said  that  one  thing  that  she  most  appreciated  about  her 
position  at  WC  was  that,  "My  voice  students  come  in  to  sing,  of  course,  but  we've 
also  had  memorable  conversations  that  bring  in  Plato,  business  plans  or  the 
structure  of  Asian  languages.  I  appreciate  the  ability  of  Washington  College  students 
to  think  critically  on  a  broad  range  of  subjects." 

It  was  obvious  that  the  music  department  at  WC  was  not  one  that  could  be  found 
at  every  college  or  university.  Rather,  it  was  a  department  made  up  of  special 
individuals  that  appreciated  their  relationships  with  one  another  and  used  the 
harmony  between  them  to  create  and  explore  the  art  of  music  on  our  campus.

The  philosophy  and  religion  program  and  the  humanities  program  at  Washington  College, 
though  separate  departments,  shared  similar  goals. 

Dr.  Kevin  Brien,  chair  of  the  Philosophy  and  Religion  Department,  said  that  one  of  the 
department's  goals  was  "To  acquaint  the  student  with  some  of  the  great  philosophical 
questions  of  the  past  and  present  and  with  leading  attempts  to  answer  them,"  while 
"developing  the  student's  capacities  for  clear  thinking  and  critical  analysis."  Keeping  up 
with  the  present-day  world  and  students'  specific  interests,  however.  Dr.  Brien  explained 
that  the  department  also  attempted  "to  exhibit  the  connections  between  philosophy  and 
such  related  areas  as  art,  business,  law,  literature,  medicine,  science,  religion  and  the 
environment." 

The  Humanities  Department  recognized  similar  matters  of  importance.  "The  humanities." 
as  described  by  Department  Chair  Dr.  Richard  Gillin,  "are  the  branches  of  learning  that 
investigate  what  makes  us  essentially  human:  specifically,  literature,  languages,  music,  art, 
philosophy  and  history. ..This  major  provides  students  with  special  fields  of  concentration  so 
that  each  student  creates  a  particular  program  of  study  developed  just  for  him  or  her." 

Both  the  philosophy  and  religion  and  humanities  majors  provided  opportunities  not  only 
to  expand  knowledge,  but  to  expand  into  less  concentrated  fields. 

"The  humanities  major  at  WC  provides  an  outlet  for  students  who,  unsure  about  the 
finality  of  their  intended  direcfion,  can  design  their  own  major  within  the  Humanities 
Department  and  experience  a  truly  liberal  education,"  said  sophomore  Molly  O'Connell.  "I 
love  the  freedom  I  have  to  design  my  own  educational  experience  and  the  ability  to  take  a 
wide  range  of  upper-level  classes." 

Senior  Caroline  Herman,  who  double-majored  in  humanities  and  philosophy,  chose  to 
combine  the  two  to  feed  her  interest  in  mythology  and  symbolism  and  comparative  religion. 
As  a  student  of  humanities  and  religion,  Caroline  felt  her  professors  were  concemed  with 
"Opening  our  minds  as  much  as  possible-encouraging  us  to  look  at  all  sides  of  any  issue- 
and  learning  to  support  our  arguments."

"American  studies  is  an  inter-disciplinary  major,  meaning  that  students  can  choose 
from  an  array  of  subjects  or  disciplines  to  cultivate  a  personal  learning  expenence," 
explained  Dr.  Michael  Harvey,  Chair  of  the  American  Studies  Department. 

Students  found  advantages  and  disadvantages  to  the  numerous  subject  areas 
involved  with  the  major. 

"I  enjoyed  the  flexibility  that  the  major  offered;  while  I  love  studying  African 
American  Literature,  it's  not  my  only  passion.  Still,  it  was  a  disadvantage  when  I 
found  a  subject  that  I  truly  enjoyed  but  could  only  study  It  superficially,"  stated 
senior  Ranjan  Cardinal. 

Still,  the  broad  array  of  subject  areas  provided  students  the  distinct  opportunity  in 
undergraduate  classes  to  sample  several  possible  interests. 

"As  a  freshman,  I  took  two  survey  courses  in  African  American  Literature,  and  it 
was  then  that  I  realized  that  I  wanted  to  study  more  in  this  field.  I  liked  being  able  to 
take  art  and  film  classes  for  fun  that  counted  toward  the  major  as  well,"  added 
Ranjan.

A  broad  discipline  encompassing  government,  business,  politics,  sociology, 
mathematics  and  more,  economics  offered  students  a  wide  range  of  course 
direction  and  career  availability.  And  because  it  was  located  within  reach  of  the 
capitol,  the  college  allowed  students  to  intern  at  the  Washington  Center  and  faculty 
to  be  involved  in  public  policy. 

Dr.  Robert  Lynch  said,  "The  main  educational  goals  of  the  Economics  Department 
are  to  educate  students  to  function  as  individuals  who  are  knowledgeable  about 
economic  issues  that  affect  their  lives  and  careers,  and  to  understand  and 
participate  in  public  economic  policy  debates  as  informed  citizens.  The  department 
tries  to  prepare  majors  for  graduate  training  or  careers  in  different  fields  both  within 
and  outside  of  economics." 

As  students  rose  through  upper-level  courses,  they  began  to  develop  their  own 
analytical  sl<ills  about  the  benefits  and  problems  of  the  country's  economic  system. 

Dr.  Lisa  Daniels,  the  Economics  Department  chair,  said,  "It  is  such  a  pleasure  to 
get  to  l<now  our  students.  It  is  also  rewarding  to  watch  our  students  develop  the 
ability  to  analyze  new  situations  and  policies  using  their  economic  skills.  It  is  also 
rewarding  to  hear  about  the  exciting  jobs  our  alumni  have  found." 

In  recent  years,  the  department  expanded  the  major  with  courses  concentrating  on 
environmental  economics,  international  economics  and  labor  economics.  A  double 
major  also  provided  the  opportunity  to  combine  economics  with  an  endless  supply  of 
other  relevant  disciplines. 

Freshman  Kate  IVIcKelvey  said,  "I  want  to  work  in  environmental  policy,  and  I 
thought  that  I  should  understand  the  economics  behind  the  choices  in  regard  to 
environmental  issues."

Pegasus  vjas  printed  in  1909.  The  2008  book  covered  events  from  June 
2007  to  May  2008. 

The  book's  theme  "225  Years  in  the  Making"  was  developed  by  Editor 
in  Chief  Aundra  Weissert  and  Associate  Editor  Aileen  Brenner  in  June 
2007.  All  staff  members  of  the  2008  book  aided  in  the  development  of 
the  theme  and  spin-off  ideas. 

The  book  was  created  with  a  staff  of  eight  members  who  worked  in 
the  yearbook  office  located  in  Reid  Hall  basement  at  300  Washington  Ave.,  Chestertown,  Maryland  21620 
The  2007-2008  staff  included  Jacki  Bower,  Aileen  Brenner,  Lindsay  Dutton,  Emmy  Landskroener,  Mary  Lide 
David  Melnick,  Nicole  Robinson  and  Aundra  Weissert.  The  staff  dedicated  countless  hours  to  create  this  book. 

Each  of  the  256  pages  of  this  book  were  printed  on  80  pound  gloss  finish  paper  with  a  trim  size  of  7  3/4  x  1C
